Explanations of Data 


* General Explanations 


This is a report on the performance of the Indiana School for the Deaf. The goal is to give you 
information to tell you what progress the school is making to help students learn more. 


Dozens of Indiana parents and taxpayers helped decide which indicators are most important in 
providing a picture of how our schools are doing. There are additional indicators that are 
available to you on the Indiana Department of Education's web site (www.doe.state.in.us). 


The Department of Education and the Indiana School for the Deaf have supplied the data in this 
report. The report provides the most recent data available. 


Indiana educators and citizens have developed higher academic standards for all students. These 
standards are necessary to prepare Indiana students to be successful in life, whether they go 
directly to higher education or to the workplace. The scores for ISTEP- are listed under each 
school program at the Indiana School for the Deaf to reflect school progress toward those 
standards. For the high school, you also will see graduation rates and the percentage of graduates 
who plan to go to college. 


Other important information is provided, such as average attendance rates and indications of 
school safety including expulsions and suspensions. 


Also included is information about the Indiana School for the Deaf, such as how much is spent, 
on average, for each student, how much teachers are paid, and the percentage of Indiana School 
for the Deaf students in various programs or services.

Total ISTEP-- Remediation Funding: The number of dollars the Indiana School for the Deaf 
gets for remedial programs through a state ISTEP-- formula. 


Explanation of School Data 


Graduation Rate: The graduation rate is based on the completion rate of grades 9-12. 


Percent of graduates who have passed Indiana's GQE: The percent of graduates who have 
passed Indiana's GQE are students granted diplomas who completed all of their courses and 
passed the GQE test. 


Percent of graduates granted waivers for the GQE: The percent of graduates granted waivers 
are students granted diplomas who completed all of their courses and were granted a GQE 


waiver by their school. 


Grade 10 Passing GQE Math Standard: The percentage of 10" graders who passed the 
mathematics portion of the GQE on the first attempt. 


Grade 10 Passing GQE Language Arts Standard: The percentage of 10" graders who passed 
the English/language arts portion of the GQE on the first attempt. 


Adv Placement Percent of Students w/ Average Score 73: The percentage of students who 
have passed Advanced Placement examinations with a score of at least 3 (on a 5-point scale). 


Adv Placement Percent of 11" & 12" Graders Tested: The percentage of 11" and 12" graders 
who took the Advanced Placement examinations. 


SAT Average Score: The average score high school seniors received on the SAT. The highest 
possible score is 1600. 


Percent of 12" Graders taking SAT: The percentage of high school seniors who took the 
SAT. 


Percent Academic Honors Diploma: The percentage of high school seniors who received 
Academic Honors Diplomas when they graduated. 


Percent Core 40 Diploma: The percentage of high school seniors who received diplomas 
indicating they had completed Core 40 requirements. 


Percent Graduates Pursuing College Education: The percentage of high school graduates who 
say they plan to pursue a college education.
